AN OPEN LETTER TO FRED D. PARR . 


Mr. Fred D,. Parr, Parr Terminal Corp., 

No. 1 Drumm Street, San Francisco, Calif., 
Dear Sir: . 

In the interim while Mr. Windrem is on his vacation 
we will forego further analysis of the. Parr Lease, and. I 
am writing :to-present some figures on our harbor situation 
which have been obtained from the public records. In 
every case the. Progress wants to be fair and if these figures 
are not. substantially correct I will be glad to have you 
supply the correct figures in -your reply. 

As I understand: it, the City of Richmond took its 
initial step in harbor development when the Owens Bill in 
our State Legislature was passed, giving the harbor to our 
city, and we thereupon voted the bonds of 1912 in the 
amount of $1,170,000, for. harbor, highway, and_ tunnel 
development and $150,000 for the construction of Muni- 
cipal Wharf No. 1. 

Under municipal. ownership this dock, previous to Oc-{ 
tober 31, 1926, did about $182,000 business with $111, 500 
expenses making a profit of about $70,661.06 which went 
into our city treasury. 

Under your management since that date this Wharf— 
together with No. 2 (the sugar wharf) has done about 
$420,000 with operating expenses of $238,000, leaving a: 
profit of $182,000—you-andithe city each making half, or 


$91,000: profit, which you ase. to: pay for your dock. 


In 1929, the Inner Harbor Wharf, or Wharf No. 3 was

The net result, -as I see it, has -been that, if ‘he city’ 
had continued under municipal ownership of its harbor,| 
and the receipts had come in similar to those under your 
management—and this seems reasonable as the business 
was increasing each year’ up until October.30, 1926—then 
the city’s profit, since that time, would have been in‘excess 
of $260,000, whereas under your management we have 
received but $110,000 with the prospect being that our 
share will become increasingly smaller, because as soon 
as you acquired the Point San Pablo wharf, about August, 


1931, the biisiness of the Standard Oil Co., Associated, and 


Shell companies was immediately shifted from-our splendid 
Wharf-No. -4, where-you-only make.50% profit, to-the-

The 
register of St. George's chirch, 
Gravesend, contains this record: 


“Here Rebecca Wrolf, wyffe of |: 


Thomas (John) Wrolf, gent., a Vir- 
ginia lady borne, was buried tm the 
chaunsell, 1617.” 

In the history books Rebecca 
Wrolf is Pocahontas, lovely daugh- 
ter of Powhatan, big chief of the 
Virginia Indians, who played an 
important part in the establishment 
of the first English settlement in 
this country. In 1607 a smal): band 
of colonists settled on. the James 
tiver, at a spot they called James- 
town tn honor of their king. It 
was an unfortunate location. The 
swamps spread disease and grew 
little food, and the dense. forests 
pressed upon the little colony and 
made it easy prey for attacking In- 
dians, Without the friendship of 
Pocahontas, Jamestown might never 
have survived the first hard years. 


Capt. John “Smith, leader of the 
colony, managed to secure the good- 
will of Powhatan and promises of 
corn. But Powhatan. was. a big 
and temperamental chief, Mable to 
change of mind.

Judge Schmuck of the New York 
Supreme court said that recently in 
pronouncing judgment in a libel ac- 
tion.. 

Mr, A was suing the B’s for ruin- 
ing his business by giving some one 
libelous information about him. Spe- 
cifically, they said he was connect- 
ed in business with a third part, a 
conection which would have worked 


‘to his disadvantage. The result was 


that he soon found it impossible to 
make a living in his field. 

Now what the B’s said was not 
libel; it was not derogatory on :the 
face of it, and there may have been 
no malicious intent. But they ruined 
Mr. A's business. Should they pay? 

In his decision that they were not 
legally Hable in an action for libel, 
the Judge took occasion to quote the 
old Arabian. proverb,

not: possibly -vanquish—for the dam- 
age is done, Once they pass our 
lips we have given a hostage to our 
interests, our well-being, our happi- 
ness, our: safety.
